An  internationally  renowned 
duo-piano  team,  Arthur  Gold  and 
Robert  Fizdale,  will  present  the 
next  lyceum  of  the  season’s  series 
tonight  at  8:15  p.m.,  in  the  Provo 
tabernacle.

Draft  Deferments 

Temporarily,  at  least  the  col- 
lege man  who  has  been  deferred 
until  June  can  relax.  President 
Truman,  in  his  executive  order  of 
Saturday,  provided  draft  defer- 
ments for  the  thousands  whose 
scholastic  standings  are  high,  or 
who  can  pass  prescribed  tests. 

It  is  now  up  to  the  youth  in 
college  to  prove  his  worth  as  a 
student  today,  and  as  a potential 
workers  for  his  country  tomor- 
row. The  earliest  possible  date 
on  which  he  can  be  examined  is 
May  26. 

Maj.  Gen.  Hershey,  U.  S.  draft 
direstor,  has  stated  that  approxi- 
mately 570,000  men  have  been  de- 
ferred until  June.  Many  of  these 
will  graduate  and  may  be  drafted 
after  July.  Thousands  more  have 
reached  the  draft  age  during  the 
school  year.  The  Educational 
Testing  Service,  chosen  to  give 
the  examinations,  will  make 
things  as  easy  as  possible.  Local 
draft  boards  will  be  issued  sample 
questions  which  students  may 
study  prior  to  taking  the  tests. 
“Hook  or  Crook” 

International  politicians  are 
keeping  an  eye  on  Britain,  where 
Winston  Churchill  this  week 
failed  in  an  attempt  to  force  an 
immediate  election.  Prime  Min- 
ister Clement  Attlee  left  his  hos- 
pital bed  to  reject  the  bid,  at  the 
same  time  decrying  Churchill’s 
efforts  to  get  back  into  power 
“by  hook  or  by  crook.” 

In  recent  weeks,  the  Conserva- 
tives have  spared  no  effort  in  at- 
tempts to  gain  tfye  vote  in  Com- 
mons. Working  in  shifts  of  fifty 
each,  they  have  kept  the  House 
of  Commons  in  session  night  af- 
ter night  as  late  as  1:30  a.m.  The 
Labor  government,  with  only  a 
slim  majority,  may  do  well  to  re- 
main in  power  throughout  the 
summer. 

Korean  Conflict 

In  Korea,  U.  N.  forces  are  en- 
countering large  communist  con- 
centrations in  some  sectors  as 
they  probe  across  the  38th  Paral- 
lel with  tanks  and  infantry.  Al- 
though light  opposition  has  been 
encountered,  it  is  known  that  a 
probable  180,000  enemy  are 
grouped  in  the  Northeast  areas. 

Heavy  fighting  is  expected 
soon,  when  the  Chinese  spring 
offensive  begins.  An  anticipated 
300,000  communist  soldiers  will 
be  thrown  into  battle,  unless  our 
air  force  can  break  up  communi- 
cations and  travel  from  Manchu- 
ria.
